the fall deputy. 
From Ihe iirst it has been claimed 


that as Miss Kohl i< not eligible to 
election to Hie uillce she is not elig- 
ible to 
f i l l 
the dcputyship which 
places her in the position of the prin- 
cipal. 
Kurtliertlmn that, il is point- 


ed out, neither the Constitution nor 
Acts of Assembly provide 
for 
a 


woman to hold any ofllce, except un- 
der Hie school laws or as notary pub- 
lic. An opinion which is quoted 
was given by Attorney General Carson 
in 15)03, wnen lie held that a woman 
could not act as Commissioner of Deeds 
or hold an office excapl such as Is pro- 
vided by law. 


One or two lawyers hold, however, 


that as the office is merely a clerkship 
Miss Kohl is eligible for tlie position, 
although they are perfectly frank in 
flaying that she could not be deputy 
for the Register, Sheriff or Recorder. 
An attorney cites a recent instance 
where the judge in a ueatern county 
appointed the widow of a deceased 
J'rolhonotary to bo his successor. 


Jt is doubtful what will be the out-

Mrs. Beam'i Letter to tins Gazette a 


Portrayal of Life in the Tropic*. 


The following Is a very interesting 


letter written (or the Gazette by Mrs. 
Margaret i. Beam, who left Bristol a 
tew months ago to join her son, W. 
Jrvin Beam, who is employed by the 
government on the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma. 
The latter is now acting as chief 
clerk In the construction department of 
the great canal project: 


Ancon, Canal Zone, Dec. 80, 1908. 
To the Editor of the Gazette : 


A great deal has been written of the" 
canal project from all points of view ; 
but the isthmus itself ana the people 
have been to a certain extent lost sight 
of.The people of Panama belong to none 
of the three great races, white, black, 
or red, but are a mixture of nil.

take that view of joyful sympathy with the President's arraign- 
ment of congressional errors, in reality they share the opinions we 
have expressed. Seeming to approve and encourage the most se- 
vere attacks on Congfc-sn conceivable, they do so hoping that the 
day may sooner come when there will sit in Washington a Con- 
gress to which they can give complete respect. 


That the people do not rise an I forbid such censure of Con- 


gress as is prevalent i-- due solely to the conduct of the members 
themselves. The case against them is made up of their own acts. 


Part of it is spread upon the criminal records of th • courts of 


the country. 
Much more of it results from their open, defiant per- 


petration of acts, not technically, but ethically criminal, against 
the public will and the general welfare upon the great public stage 
before the eyes of all the people. 


Dignity cannot bo created by a congressional resolution. Nor 


can it bo regained by tabling portions of u message, the central 
contention of which could not bo denied, tlint the appropriations 
committee in limiting the activity of the Secret Service force had 
crippled the government in its attempts to cope with crime. 


The President took the ground that a man holding exalted po- 


sition should be required to conduct himself in accordance with 
his professions of faith, and that dishonesty should be exposed 
wherever found. 
Hut his message was distorted into an attack 


upon the integrity of every senator and congressman. 


There was method in this. Those guilty know that deep in 


the minds of the people is distrust of them. 
And they hope that 


by carrying into idenlification with them enough honest congress- 
men they ma" rouso sympathy to protect the worst offenders. 


Let not the wrath that buzzes around Koosevelt be turned

For 
during a generation these have been silent catspaws filled with 
such courtesy and set.se of dignity that they have been content to 
watch the unfit or dishonc.-t leaders commit crime after crime 
against the general good without ever lifting a voice of protest. 


When did either body ever take decent care of its own dignity 


by setting its own house in order? 


J he Senate did not do so when Quay shamelessly admitted 


that lie had used conlidential information of committee proceed- 
ings to fill his pocket-; by sure-thing gambling in sugar securities. 


The Uouse did not do so when only a few weeks ago it gave 


cheering welcome to mother Pennsylvania!) — H. Bunl Cassel, un- 
der indictment as a Capitol grafter. 


Who are the spokesmen now set up to thunder against Koose- 


velt on belalf of this Congress whose dignity is injured ? Till- 
man, who in his recent shame seems to have the sympathy and not 
the censure of all his colleagues; Foraker, whose Standard Oil 
smeared record has utterly discredited him everywhere except in 
Congress; Tawney, proved a falsifier of public documents by his 
misquotation upon the floor of Congress of a letter from the secre- 
tary of the treasury and his misstatement of facts with respect to 
an investigation and exposure in the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 


It was the Secret Service and not the Senate that took the ac- 


tion that sent Burton, of Kansas, to a convict's cell.

some parts of the town has failed me 
with horror and I say with all my 
heart All Hail to the grit and en- 
durance of our American heroes ! For 
they surely deserve the name. Most 
pioneers are certainly entitled to the 
medal (so long talked of) aa well as 
a more substantial recognition by the 
Oovernment for which they have risk- 
ed health and even life. 
Panama then and Panama now is a 


different, picture. It has truly "blos- 
somed as the rose," where a few years 
ago it was but a howling jungle.

THE VISITORS' REPORT. 


The annual report of the Board of 
Visitors to the Bucks County Alms- 
house was submitted to Judge Stout 
and is as follows: 


We, the undersigned, the Board of 
Visitors to the Bucks County County 
Home, appointed by your Honor the 
10th day of January, 1908, beg leave 
to report that we have performed the 
duty assigned us, to the best of our 
ability. 
The Committee held four regular 
meetings, March I, June 11, Septem- 
ber 17 and December 17, at the County 
Home. 
At each meeting the Com- 
mittee made an inspection of all the 
buildings, wards and of the general 
management 
of the 
Institution. 


Everywhere we found the marks of 
good management. 
A new range was installed In the 


Poor House during the year. The old 
one had been In a bad condition for 
some time. 
The question of a sufficient water 


supply seems solved,"since the water 
is now piped from the large spring 
direct to the cistern, and a connection 
is made from the pumping station 
with a deep well. 
The Steward informs us that most 


of the farm work is done by the In- 
mates and we think so it should be, 
as we consider this institution not 
only a home for the poor, but also a 
house of employment.^ 
Various reports were received by in- 
dividuals of the Committee, which 
were as carefully investigated as was 
possible. In each case the report was 
un proven. 
, 
The 
anonymous communication, 


received through the press, was given 
special attention by the Committee at 
their last meeting. 
The Steward in- 


formed us that he made use of the 
dungeon but once within a period of 
six months, in a case where one of the 
male inmates came home from town 
drunk and abusive. 
While the Com- 
mittee does not think this a penal In- 
stitution, it realizes the fact that there 
must be discipline, and we do not 
want to say that the dungeon is an 
unnecessary department of the insti- 
tution. To our knowledge its use has 
not been abused. 
The attending physician suggested 
that the Doylestown section of the 
Bucks County Medical Society holds 
clinics at the County Home, which 
we heartily approve of, believing it 
would be a benefit to the Inmates as 
well as to the physicians. 


We commend tne Steward and Ma- 
tron for tbe excellent appearance of 
the Institution and tbe suroundlngs 
and their management In 
general.

The eai nest desire expressed by the 


committee at Us organization in the 
direction of improvement in the'high- 
ways tif the town has been accom- 
plished to a greater degree than any 
similar period of time in the Bor- 
.High's history. 


Bath stieet hns practically been rc- 


julll, the roadway laid n number of 
fears ago having almost entirely worn 
out. In this direction the committee 
\\asgrcatlyaided by the public spliit 
ol the Bucks County Kleclric K. K. 
Jo., who laid ft substantial border of 
Belgian block two feet wide outside 
'Is tracks, thus making a neat and 
imminent finish to the Commitce's 
work. 


Pond street has been rebuilt through- 


out ils entire length from .Mill street 
o Jell'erson a\enue, tints making a 
continuous stone roadway from the 
canal along that avenue to the heart 
)f the borough. 


Mulberry street was completed and 
ecehed an experimental coat of coal 
tir which has proven efllcicnt not only 
n presenting the wear of the street 
but in keeping down the dusl which 
isually is such an annoyance to those 
esiding along tra\eled highways. 
Dornmce street has been rebuilt its 


'iitlrc length from the railroud lo

sur streets and a further treatment of

In its work the committee during 
his year \\ ill have expended about 
;li,000. One half of which was de- 
lved from the appropriation inaJe. 
>y Council lor this work, the otner 
lalf from private contribution.

asking Council at the beginning of the 
iscal j'ear for the appropriation of 
:(i,UUO we did so pointing out the fact 
hat owing to business hesitation the 
ndustries of our town had not been so 
teadily employed as had happily been 
he case for n number of years pre- 
•lous, and, consequently, the neces- j 
Hies of our people wereproportionate- 
? greater, and that it was good pub- 
<c policy at such a time to make ap- 
iroprlatlons for public work lo be per-

in this connection we are glad to 
tate that our borough statement will

not exist. There has been no case in 
the boiough, or for muny miles about, 
within the hist -10 years, at least. 
However, wounds made hy animals 
supposed to he mad should lie imme- 
diately washed with hot water and 
ciuttcri/.ed. Strong ammonia water is 
one of the best caustics. 


The annual inspection for nuisances 


was made laic in the fall. Thirty- 
eight nuisances were found w h i c h re- 
quired abatement and they all were 
abated, as was ascertained by the in- 
spector revisiting the places at which 
lie had previously given notice. Dur- 
ing the year the police found 37 
places which were unsanitary and 
ivhiuh were corrected. There is but 
little dlfllcully in getting citizens to 
obey the law in reference to nuisances. 
All that is usually necessary is for 
Ihe otllcer Lo verbally request their 
correction, when it is promptly at- 
tended to.

Mr, Urundy told of the general awak- 
ened interest along the Atlantic sea- 
board in relation to the proposed in- 
land waterway to extend from Boston 
to Beaufort, S. C. The project, lie de- 
clared, 
will eventually be one of 


great importance to Bristol, and when 
completed twenty miles of river front 
of Bucks county would be practically 
on an arm of JSevv York harbor, and 
in view of the great enterprise that 
would be undertaken some time in 
the future Bristol, as the sea port 
town of the county should get itself 
in shape to leap the advantages which 
will follow the construction of the 
great Atlantic inland waterway. 


Mr. Grundy very clearly described 


the great movement which is getting 
under way to provide for the cheaper 
shipping of freight by water and out- 
lined the course of the proposed water- 
way.

Depth at Which Miners Can Work. 
Below fifty feet the temperature 


rises In the proportion of one degree 
for every sixty-five feet of depth ex- 
cept where currents of water carry 
the heat away. Tho result Is that at a 
depth of about 4,000 feet we reach a 
temperature of OS degrees, or blood 
heat. This renders it exceedingly dif- 
ficult to work coal pits below that 
depth. This is the reason that Great 
Britain's coal commission decided that 
mines are not workable below 4,000 
feet 


The thickness of the solid rocks 


building np the crust of the earth Is at 
least thirty to forty miles. At that 
depth tho heat is such as would reduce 
everything on the surface of the earth 
to liquid. But the pressure of the over- 
lying rocks Is so great that until the 
relation of the heat to the pressure is 
known It cannot be bald whether the 
earth at that depth is fluid or solid.— 
Chicago Tribune.
